The cotton quota vote this 


year is the first time growers 
have voted by mail on market- 
ing quotas for their upland cot- 
ton crop, R. B. Arnold, Chair- 
man, Agricultural Stabilization

should be returned to the ASCS 
county office — by mail or in 
person — during the period De- 
cember 5 through 9. 


"Beginning with the referen- 


dum on marketing quotas for the 
1954 crop, growers have approv- 
ed quotas for each year's cotton 
crop," the Chairman stated. 
"In the vote last year, on quotas 
for the 1966 upland cotton crop, 
94.8 percent of the growers vot- 
ing approved the quotas. 
More 


than 200,000 persons voted. We 
are hopeful that the balloting by 
mail will increase the number of 
growers voting." By law, quotas 
must be proclaimed by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture in years 
when the cotton supply exceeds 
normal. 
That is the case tins 


year. 


The carryover of upland cot- 


ton on August 1 of this year 
was a record 16.6 million bales 
having built up for the past 5 
years. Growers cooperated fully 
in the 1966 cotton program, how- 
ever, and planted acreage was the 
lowest in almost 100 years. 
Crop yields for 1966 are indi- 
cated at 504 pounds per acre.

Charged With 
Price Fixing 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Five 


oil companies with plants in Ar- 
kansas have been charged with 
price-fixing in sales to the state 
of Arkansas in a pair of law- 
suits filed in U.S. District Court 
Monday, 


The suits, filed by attorneys 


for the state Highway Commis- 
sion, seek to recover three 
times the amount of any dam- 
ages set by the court. 


The suit asked the court to 


set 
the penalty and gave no 


amount 
that the 
commission 


thought it would be entitled to 
recover. 


In one suit Arkansas Bitumuls 


Co., Berry Petroleum Co., and 
Ditucote 
Products 
Co., 
are 


charged with selling more than 
22 million gallons of emulsified 
asphalt since 1956 at fixed and 
excessive prices. 


The other suit charges Berry, 


Monsanto Co., and MacMlllan 
Ring-Free Oil Co., Inc., with 
selling the state Highway De- 
partment more than 50 million 
gallons of asphalt cement and 
related types and grades of 
liquid asphalts at fixed and ex- 
cessive prices since 1956. 


The suits were filed by J. L. 


Shaver and his son, J. L. Shav- 
er Jr., Wynne attorneys hired 
by the commission to handle 
the cases. 


The suits charge that the 


companies entered into a con- 
spiracy to carry out numerous 
items listed in the suit: 


1. "Submitted identical f.o.b. 


refinery-bid prices for asphaltic 
materials on numerous occasions 
since 1956 to plaintiffs in re- 
sponse to the Highway Depart- 
ment's invitations for competi- 
tive bids," 


2. "Allocated 
among them- 


selvs, by Arkansas highway dis- 
tricts and-or delivery destina- 
tions, the sale and furnishing 
of asphaltic materials pursuant 
to sealed bids to the plaintiffs." 


3. "Designated among them- 


selves which of the defendants 
would annually sell and furnish 
asphaltic materials to specific 
Arkansas highway districts and- 
or delivery destinations." 


4. "Co-operated with each oth- 


er in the fulfillment of con- 
tracts made with plaintiffs." 


5. "Suppressed and eliminat- 


ed competition between them- 
selves and with others in the 
sale and furnishing of asphalt- 
ic materials to plaintiffs." 


The oil companies have 30 


days to file their answers to 
the suits.

B E L G R A D E , Yugoslavia 


(AP) — Twenty-five per cent of 
the rural population of Yugo- 
slavia, Romania and Bulgaria 
suffers from a mysterious kid- 
ney disease. Its cause is still 
unknown after four years of re- 
search directed by a prominent 
American doctor. 


Despite its wide spread in 


these three countries, the mala- 
dy is endemic — almost un- 
known in any other region. 


It strikes the young — teen- 


agers or even children under 10. 
But its origin is difficult to trace 
because the symptoms usually 
do not appear for almost 10 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government is giving the sag- 
ging home building industry a 
$250-million emergency transfu- 
sion. Some builders hail it as a 
step in the right direction. Oth- 
ers say it is too little, too late. 


President Johnson ordered the 


release Monday of one-fourth of 
the $1 billion in special federal 
mortgage funds authorized by 
the last Congress. The govern- 
ment said the action would per- 
mit construction of 15,000 new 
homes.

industry is mired in its deepest 
recession in two decades.

of the University of Michigan, 
one of the largest universities in 
the nation with 33,000 students, 
moved to head off growing an- 
tagonism by students. He post-

controversial ban 


against sit-ins and ordered re- 
examination of the ban by a 
committee of students, faculty 
and administration. He said he 
is establishing a similar com- 
mission to study the question of 
"student participation in univer- 
sity decision-making." 


Leaders 
of three

groups posted notice of an all- 
campus 
rally at noon today. 


They said they would ask stu- 
dents at the rally to march on 
the administration building and 
sit down in the halls to enforce 
their demands.
